All bulls are guaranteed breeders when properly cared for and not allowed to rnn with 
herd. Ifa bull fails to breed, we must be notified within six months from date of sale. We 
reserve the right to have the bull returned for further trial, and the bull must be in as good 
condition as when sold. If he fails to breed, purchase price will be returned with interest; 
but, if bull breeds for us, he will be returned to purchaser at his expense. All females, of 
breeding age, are guaranteed breeders if properly cared for. Cow with calf at foot isa proven 
breeder and no further guarantee is given. Purchaser will be required to try females for six 








months, and, if they fail to get in calf, we reserve the right to have them returned to us for 
trial, and, if we succeed in getting them with calf, they will be returned to purchaser at his 
expense; otherwise money will be refunded as above.

Cruickshank’s Butterflys—are well known as among the best of the Scotch families. They have 
produced many excellent cattle and are highly prized by their owners. Sanders’ History says: ‘“‘Straw- 
berry was bought by Mr. Cruickshank about 1847. From her daughter, Bounty, was produced Buttercup, 
called one of the very finest cows ever seen at Sittyton. The original Butterfly, by Matadore, proved long 
lived and produced many calves; among which was Lord Byron and Royal Fourth, both of which were 


used in the herd.’’

Imp. Queen of Beauty—calved December 6, 1869, and imported in July 1871, by Shaw & Dryden of 
Ontario, Canada. She was bred by Amos Cruickshank of Sittyton, Scotland, and is from the same found- 
dation as his noted Orange Blossoms. Sanders’ History says: ‘‘Queen of the South was one of the great- 
est cows of her day in all Scotland’’. She was a roan of splendid flesh and substance. She won first prize 
at the Royal Northern in 1862, and won Society’s Medal as the best anima] atthe show. One of the best 
of all the latter day Scotch sires, William of Orange, owned by Mr. Marr, is of this family. There are no 
better individuals or better bred Scotch Short Horns in America than some of the descendants of Imp. 
Queen cf Beauty.
